GOULD AND HUNTINGTOL’S BIG JOB.

Wasuineton, D. C., March 14.— The inquiry 

about to be instituted by the Senate Judiciary 
Committee into a contract recently entered into 
by the Union and Central Pacific Railways on 
the one part and the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company on the other, will probably lead to de- 
velopments which will show that Messrs. Jay 
Gould and C. P. Huntington have succeeded in 
obtaining full control of the freight and pas- 
senger trade between San Francisco and China 
and Japan, as well as destroying all competition 
with their respective roads between New York 
and San Francisco. It ‘is understood that the 
evidence to be submitted to the Committee will 
establish the fact that the payment of $110,000 
per month in the shape of a subsidy to the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company is the least im- 
portant feature of the transaction. It seems 
that in order to complete the power of 

THE RAILRQAD MONOPOLY, 
Gould and Huntington, acting for the Oriental 
& Occidental Steamship Company, which has 
two steamers also plying between San Francisco 
and China and Japan, and is the competitor of 
the Pacific Mail for trade with those countries, 
have bought the two steamers and franchises of 
the Pacific Mail Company belonging to the China 
line, agreeing to pay an aggregate of $1,200,000 
in monthly installments of $100,000. This entire 
trade between China and Japan and San Fran- 
cisco passes into the control of an inside cor- 
poration of the Union and Central Pacific Rail- 
road Companies, and confines the business of 
the Pacific Mail Company to the carrying of 
freight and passengers between New York and 
San Francisco. The control of the China trade 
was the main object of the railroad combina- 
tion, and in order to secure this the payment of 
the subsidy of $110,000 per month to the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company was a condition pre- 
cedent. 

BY THIS ARRANGEMENT 

the railroad companies not only secure the moss 
valuable franchises of the Pacific Mail Compa- 
ny, but it is asserted that they secure the most 
valuable portion of that Company's property.

THE STATUS OF HIS CASE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Wasutnoron, D. C., March 14.~The House 
Judiciary Committee has informally considered 
the Acklen case.

INTEROCEANIC CANAL, 

SECRETARY EVARTS STATEMENT—A HISTORY OF 

PAST NEGOTIATIONS IN REGARD TO THE CANAL 

—OUR TREATY RIGHTS—THE UNITED STATES 

GOVERNMENT INVOLVED IN THE CANAL PROJ- 

ECT, 

WasSHINGTON, D. C., March 9 — The documents 
accompanying the President's message trans- 
mitted to Congress yesterday concerning the In- 
teroceanic Canal question were laid before the 
Senate to-day. The most important of these 
papers isan elaborate report to the President 
from Secretary Evarts, which gives a history of 
the various subjects involved, and a statement 
of the action and policy of the United States in 
regard to them from the earliest period of our 
Government. Secretary Evarte’ communica- 
tion opens with the following statement: 

“The natural interest of the United States in 
any convection through the American isthmus 
has not only always been em phjatically ex pressed 

but it bas been fully and

This treaty, the 
Secretary continues, . is in force, and the 
canal communication, should it be accomplished 
in accordance therewith. ... Ind it is 
proper to add that on several occasions the Gov- 
ernment of the United States has been called on 
to consider and enforce its guarantee.” 

Mr. Evarts incloses letters sent by 
Seward, in 1862, to Messrs. Adams and Dayton, 
our then Ministe England and France, in 
which, after refe g to the treaty stipulation 
above quoted, Mr. Seward informs them that the 
State partment had received information 
from Mr. Herran, Minister Plenipotentiary of 
the Granadian Confederation, that the safety of 
the Isthmus was threatened by a revolutionary 
force, and that Mr. Herran fore invoked 
the interposition of the United States Govern- 
ment in accordance with existing treaty obliga- 
tions. Mr. Seward therefore asked our Ministers 
to confer with the English and French Govern- 
ments as to whether y would unite with the 
United States in guaranteeing the safety of the 
transit 3 and the authority of the 
Granadian Confederation, or either of these ob- 


The British Government intimated its readi- 
ness to codperate with the United States in 
measures that might be thought necessary to 
make good the transit privileges secured by the 


guarantee. 

The French Minister, it ap considered 
the communication — . ta” Mr. Dayton 
rather in the nature of a conference as to what 
the United States Government should,under the 
circumstances, do, than as indica any fixed 
determination to actin the matter. He thought 
the neutrality of the Isthmus was not in ques- 
tion, as the railroad had not been disturbed; 
that if the railrcad was about to be destroyed 
he would not think it improper for the United 
States to interfere. 

Secretary Evarts then refers to the treaty 
between the United States and Great Britain,— 
generally known as the Clayton-Bulwer Treaty, 
—which was executed in 1860. He says: 

“The necessity for this treaty having arisen 
from the complication of the interests of Great 
Britain and the United States in Central Amer- 
ica, it provided that neither Great Britain nor 
the United States would ever obtain or maintain 
for itself any exclusive control over a ship canal 
through the territory of Central America, nor 
obtain any unequal advantages in regard tocom- 
merce or navigation through such “reer a 
Immediately after the conclusion of the Clay- 
ton-Bulwer Treaty, Mr. Webster and Sir John 
Crampton upon a draft of a treaty to be 
executed by Nicaragua and Costa Rica with each 
other, by which all questions of limits between 
them should be adjusted.”

Hitherto, 
no movement of private capital, either at home 
or in the Euro markets, has shown an 
tendency to embrace the opportunities whic 
the diplomatic efforts of this Government had 
opened to interoceanic traffic, except in the in- 
stance of the Panama Railroad Company. .. . 
The ownership of this route by a domestic cor- 
ration, the moderate capital invested in it, and 
{ts character and structure asa railroad, have 
imposed no very onerous responsibility upon the 
Government in the observance of its stipulated 
obligations under the treaty with Colombia.

The recent effort to destroy the Czar and 
the Imperial family of Russia and the subse- 
quent endeavor to assasinate Gen. Melikoff 
have aroused a painful anxiety in Europe as 
to what the next diabolical attempt of the 
Nihilists will be. No one outside of Russia 
believes that the repressive and arbitrary 
measures adopted by the Czar will for a mo- 
ment suppress them. On the contrary, it is 
well known that these measures seem only 
to incite them to increased efforts to murder

The Nihilists have, from time to time, 
taken occasion to explain in their newspa- 
pers and pamphlets the motives by which 
they are actuated and the principles which 
govern them. Heretofore these explanations 
have generally been scouted as fictitious, and 
as being too horrible for credence. In them 
they have proposed no system of government 
to replace that they desire to destroy. They 
simply assert their determination to assasi- 
nate every Government officer whom they sup: 


pose guilty in any manner of oppressing the 


people. Their recent action has given these 
explanations a vital significance, It is now 
seen that the destruction of the Russian Gov- 
ernment by murdering every member who 
attempts to prevent the carrying out of their 
designs is the entire program they propose to 
themselves. -As an evidence of this fact, the 
statements contained in the Nihilist paper, 
“Land and Liberty,” which appeared the 
25th of last April, may be mentioned. In an 
article headed The Importance of Political 
Assasination,” it is stated that the time has 
now come when assasination should count 
among the moving political forces of the 
epoch ”’; that “ assasination is the supreme 
means of the friends of liberty”; that po- 
litical assasination is an act of legitimate 
vengeance and reprisal”; and that it is 
only when the systematic destruction of the 
Nihilists by the Government is responded to 
by assasination that the revolutionary party 
in Russia can exist or make sure its inde- 
pendence.” 

These extracts forin no special exception to 
the majority of their public statements. 
Every publication put forth hy the Nihilists 
shows that the murder of Government of- 
ficials is not only inculeated upon the follow- 
ers, but that it is the only thing which the 
leaders of the society propose to right the 
evils of which they complain, and which un- 
doubtedly exist in the most magnified form 
through the entire Russian Government. 
The late trials of Nihilist conspirators show 
that the ranks of the society are principally 
recruited.from the middle classes of Russian 
society. It has gained no advocates from the 
peasants. Indeed, so great is the reverence 
of these for the Czar that instances have oc- 
curred where Nihilist emissaries were beaten 
and injured by them for the mere mention of 
their principles. They have their grievance 
in the insufficiency of land allotted them, but 
they look to the Emperor to correct this. Nor 
has the society made many conyerts among 
the higher nobility. Like the peasants with 
their land hunger, these, too, have 
grave causes of discontent, and de- 
sire change in the conduct of Govern- 
ment; but, whatever their dissatisfaction, 
the Nihilists are regarded by them with hor- 
ror, and find few advocates among them. The 
crazy and inhuman doctrine of assasination 
taught by the Nihilists finds its votaries 
among the students of the universities and 
gymnasiums, in the ecclesiastical and mili- 
tary academies,—rarely among the superior 
nobility, but in the petitesnoblesse “ and 
the well-to-do middle class, in the lower 
ranks of officeholders, or among the children 
of the subordinate clergy. The numerous 
trials before the courts show that much the 
larger portion of the Nihilist society is com- 
posed of very young men or women. Among 
all the conspirators who have been arrested 
as Nihilists extremely few have been 96 yeats 
old. Those who have passed Ware rare, and 
many even are minors, Although Nihilism 
has existed for more than a generation, it is 
believed that its ranks contain few, if any, 
persons who have reached middie age. All 
such have deserted it when the age of reflec- 
tion came. Nihilism, therefore, can never 
become formidable by its numbers alone. It 
cannot excite insurrection, because its con- 
verts are too few in humbers, too inex- 
perienced, and without the knowledge or 


ability to influence any large number of the 


people. It may. be regarded more 
properly as u sick frenzy whieh*infects a cer- 
tion portion of the Russian youth, and for

by papers and pamphiets, which a large por- 


tion of the Russian people cannot read, can 
destroy an Empire containing a population 
of mote than eighty millions. Their sole 
means of action, as avowed by themselves, 
are murder and incendiarism. They have 


assiduously tried these for several years; but. 


besides the hitting of a few individuals, they 
have succeeded only in making evident their 
own impotence. 

It has been said that Nihilism is like an 
ulcer, which, if not healed, threatens soon 
to become incurable, and to eat away, little 
by little, the vital organs. The comparison 
is apt. It has not the power to create po- 


litical revolution, but it can and does 


have a strong tendency to corrode Rus- 
sian society. In forcing the Govern- 
ment to adopt measures extraordinary in 
their character, and outside of the usual 
routine to which men are accustomed, it 
weakens the body politic by producing a 
fever of anxiety, dissatisfaction, and dis- 
trust, and renders it liable to attack by every 
disease which discontent may engender. 
Nihilism, if not destroyed, will certainly 
pave the way for other and greater evils. 
There is scarcely a class of Russian life 
which has not its particular grievance. If 
the reign of terror caused by Nihffistic at- 
tempts does not cease; if each cf their crimes 
is followed, as has been the case, by an in- 
crease of military severity on the part of the 
Government, these grievances, now to some 
extent quiet, must soon become active. They 
will undoubtedly unite, and their result will 
be revolution on a scale greater in its san- 
guinary ferocity than that of France in 
1789. Few persons in Russia besides the 
Czar and & small coterie of his advisers be- 
lieve that the severe repressive measures 
which have been adopted can be successful. 
They seem only to Increase the number of 
Nihilist devotees by enabling those who are 
arrested to pose as martyrs for the people.

The extraordi- 
nary and undignified, not to say indecent, 
spectacle was presented of two members of 
Congress interested in the paper manufact- 
ure—Miller, of New York, and Russell, of 
Massachugetts—coming before the Committee 
to advocate their own interests. In the course 
of his remarks Mr. Russell said hedid not 
care what the people thought; he considered 
it his duty to protect his own interests. 
This is certainly a novel idea as to the duty 
of a legislator. Elected to represent the peo- 
ple of his own district, he has the indecency 
to openly repudiate any obligations to them, 


and to hold himself in duty bound to protect 


his own private business, even though it is 
counter to the public good. It is not surpris- 
ing that a person so morally constituted 
could make an utterly false statement about 
THE TRIBUNE, and that, when corrected, he 
had not the manhood or common decency to 
retract it, Mr. Russell has rather the ad- 
vantage of the press. He can play the part 
of Congressman, and vote a bounty into his 
own pocket and lobby at the same time. 
He has the run of the inside rooms, 
while the press is kept on the out- 
side. He is in a position where he can 
work for his own monopoly every day among 
his colleagues. He is one of these doubly 
protected chaps, and still he is not satisfied. 
He is protected by a paper-pulp patent which 
was renewed fraudulently after it had run 
fourteen years. It was smuggled through 
Congress three years ago by being passed in 
the closing hours without its title being read. 
And he is there to defend afraud of that kind 
and profit by it. But his profits cannot be so 
small as he would hypocritically have 
the public believe, when it is understood 
that he is interested in thirteen or four- 
teen different mills or pulp factories. 

The costof manufacturing his basswood 
pulp is about one cent a pound, for which he 
and his confederates charge three to four cents 
per pound, They are not satisfied with their 
patent protection, but demand the retention 
of a 20 per cent tax on the Canadian imported 
article, which taxis asheer fraud on both 
publishers and papermakers, as Congress clear- 
ly intended to put all pulps on the free list, but 
by some blunder or looseness in the phraseol- 
ogy of the section Secretary Sherman is ena- 
bled to canstrue the law as taxing imported 
pulp. It, is to maintain this doubly fraudu- 
lent monopoly that Russell and Miller, with 
the assistance of their attorney Frye, pettifog 
and lie before Randall’s packed Committee. 

There is one point these monopoly-mon- 
gers don’t like to have made plain. The 
press is simply saying to Congress: We ask 
no protection at your hands, but we insist 
that you shall not help these pulp-makers 
to rob us. Let every tub stand on its 
own bottom. They are just as well 
prepared to furnish paper or pulp with- 
out protection as the newspapers are to tur- 
nish their sheets without protection. This 
protection against newspapers has been a 
swindle. The tax on paper furnishes no 
revenue to the Government, and it was not 
intended to furnish any revenue; and it has 
thus far performed the purpose of its inten- 
tion. It is a bare, downright robbery, in 
which Congress is made to take the part of 
one set of manufacturers and swindle an- 
other set of manufacturers. But, as long as 
the press allows itself to be imposed upon by 
Congressmen without resenting the wrong, 
the wrong will be continued.

Oxx of the paper combination monopolists 
says that “Tue CMCAGO TRIBUNE in 15863 
paid 24 cents a pound for paper, and now 
complains that paper has advanced from six 
cents in November last to eight or nine in 
March.” But this assertion requires the re- 
mainder of the story to be told. In 1863 the 
art of making print-paper out of straw and 
wood, if invented, had not been introduced, 
and newspaper was made of cotton rags; 
but the secession of all the Cotton States 
made cotton very dear. The papermakers 
took advantage of this advance to push the 
price of “print” to an extraordinary hight. 
They had a “corner” on publishers, and 
charged them more for the white sheets than 
they received for the printed ones. The 
newspaper business was nearly ruin No 
cutting down of size and practicable ce 
in subscription-rates could save them from 
daily logs. The publishers appealed to Con- 
gress for relief from the extortion, and asked 
for the repeal of the duty on paper. Mr. E. 
B. Washburne, then a member of the Ways 
and Means Committee, introduced a bill into 
the House repealing the tax, called the pre- 
vious question, and put it- through “ kiting.” 
John Sherman, then a Senator from Ohio, and 
a member of the Finance Committee, pock- 
eted this repeal-bill and prevented action 
thereon in the Senate. He wanted to “ pro- 
tect” the pa milis in their agreeable 
work of devouring the publishers. But the 
passage of the bill in the House alarmed the 
monopolists and broke the combination, and 
paper suddenly fell to 18 cents.

THE IRISH FAMIN 


Appalling Distress. Among the 
Tenant Farmers of the 
Northwest Coast. 


Almost Equal Suffering in the 
Southern Counties of Cork

Oorréspondence New York Tribune. 

DUBLIN, Feb. 26.—This morning's mail brought | 
many letters from the North, South, and West of 
Ireland from parish priests who live in the par- 
ishes their letters describe. I have made ex- 
tracts from those received from the North and 
South, given herewith, and shall send the sub- 
stance of those received from the West in an- 
other letter. These statements made by the 
parish priests may be taken to fairly describe 
the present condition of the peasantry in the 
hunger-haunted regions of this unhappy coun- 
try. 

THE NORTH OF IRELAND-—COUNTY DONEGAL. 

This is the extreme northwesterly county, and 
the letters are from four of the most destitute 


parishes: — 

„Runes, Feb. 22.—May I ask you to make 
known to our American friends the mass of 
misery and destitution that so extensively per- 
vades all parte of this parish. I have been the 
greater part of forty-six years in the parish, 
both as curate and parish priest, and I have 
seen nothing to approach the sad affliction with 
which we are now visited. 

“Our country has been sinking fast into a 
deep gulf for the last three years, out of which 
no amount of private charity will extricate it. 
The failure of the crops for the past three years 
has caused a deficit of some £35,000,000 sterling, 
£12,000,000 of which is placed to the loss sus- 
tained. by the failure of the potatocrop. The 

pulation comprises 3,168 persons, equal to 600 

amilies—principally small farmers, one-half 
the number under £4 rent, and tho others 
from 44 tolo per annum. The quality of the 
soil is poor. 

There is no market for labor, and the men 
are principally employed on the scanty labor on 
their farms and ip the fisheries. e have no 
employment for the women. Formerly every 
cottage had its spinning-wheel for making 
woolen thread and linen yarn, and in most of the 
cottages there was a loom for the weaving of 
cloth and linen. But this important branch of 
industry has now disap , Owing to the in- 
troduction of machinery, and the erection of 
la favtories in cities, looms have been 
broken up for firewood; our other manufact- 
ures have been crushed out by special legisla- 
tion to favor England. Out of a population of 
600 families in this parish, 500 families have re- 
ceive relief from our committee for the last five 
weeks. The poor people are plungea into so 
much debt that no amount of publie charity will 
apply a sufficient remedy. 

“Here are a few instances of the misery 
around us: 

„ Firsat—Edward McGuire. Rescorkin, has a 
small patch of ground; 50 years of age, wife 40; 
six of a family; A of rugs to cover them 
at night; two blécks of wood to sit on and an old 
dresser forin the entire stock of furniture; no 
fuel except a few wet brambles; no food except 
what thoy ived from the Relief Committee. 

* Second—Phelim Gallagher, Roughra; ten of 
a family; wife paralyzed for the last seven years; 
small patch of mountain-land; no food, no fuel, 
no ing; no clothing but old sacks. 

“ Third—Micky O'Donnell, Gortnagolan, three 
of a family; wife has only an old sack on her; no 
fuel, no food. 

* Fourth—Thomas Gallagher, Conlan, eleven of 
a family; five of them well; bass mats tied 
round themfor clothing; no fire; no bed but 
straw. 

“ Fifh—Pat Gillespie, Carrickatugart, his 
wife and son, live in a hut formerly a byre for 
calves; entrance to it three feet high; entire 
space within ten feet by nine feet; furniture 
consisting of a rickety chair, no bed, no bedding 
but some straw scattered in a corner. Their 
only property, twohens. Wife suffering from 
asthma and not capable of work.

“ CLOUMARY, Feb. 22.—All the people, with the 
exception of nine or ten families, occupy land. 
The average size of the farms is about four 
acres, but many have not more than twu in 
which they can put any crop. Out of an entire 

pulation of 1,000, numbe about fifty fam- 
lies, nearly 400 have got relief after a due in- 
vestigation into their circumstances, and I can 
say from pe al knowledge that almost 100 
more are suffering intense want. There are 2 
families whose only food for weeks has been 
Indian meal prepared with water in the form 
of stirabout, and sometimes, for a variety, 
in the form of a cake. They would not com- 

lain even if they had asufficiency of this food. 
poor woman, wife of Dan Doherty, of 
Altahal, came to me about a fortnight ago; she 
had nine children. I knew the family quite 
well. The house in which eleven of a 1 
live is made up ofa single « ent; 
no furniture, even of the rudest kind, except a 
couple of stools, and an r fora bed, with 
a few old rags to do the p covering. This 
woman, as | say, * to me and told me that 
her family had nothing to eat. The only thing 
they possessed was a couple of hens which she 
sold to get a little meal. I was called to atte 
amanwho, the Doctor declared, was dying of 
dropsy, brought on from want of nourishmerit. 
@ man was rolied up in what once had been a 
shawl. This and an old sheet was the only coy- 
ering he had on him. The house was destitute 
of every kind of furniture. The children were 
literally naked, and gathered around a few 
smoldering sods. 

“If there was any demand for labor the ease 
would not be so very h but there are no 
large farms, and each family is able to do the 
work of their own little farm within themselves. 
The causes which brought on the present crisis 
have been accumulating for the last three years. 
The immediate cause is the great failure of the 

tato crop; the other principal causes are the 

allure of the English labor market and the de- 
crease in the price of every kind of stock. 

About 900 men go annually to the harvest in 
England; these bring home onan average £8 a 
man; last year they did not average above £2a 
man. Several families along the shore a few 

ears ago made from 410 to £12 a year on kelp; 
ast year they made nothing, nor can they for 
the future, as this industry is superseded. Au- 
other great cause—and the most prominent one 
—is absenteeism. All the landlords are English- 
men, and there has been a continual drain of 
£5,000 a week from the place without any 
returns in its stead; moreover, the landlords 
have made no efforts so far to relieve the dis- 
tress,—at least as far as my ora goes. 
There is much need of food and seed. If seed is 
not supplied to the destitute farmer a much 
worse fate awaits him next year. Yours faith-

THE SOUTH OF IRELAND—COUNTY KERRY. 

The following letter from the Rev. T. Canon 
Brosnan, whose workin the Parish of Cahirci- 
veen, the birthplace of Daniel O Connell, 
won for him ihe praise and gratitude of Prot- 
estants and Catholics alike, presents a sad pict- 
ure of the distress prevailing in the extreme 
southwest of Ireland: 

„ CAHIRCIVEEN, Feb. . — Tour great country 
—the new home of the Irish people—has also, 
under Providence, been the mainstay and sup- 
port, SoS eee oe of the rent race 

n Ireland. My parish, rei veeu, situate in the 
extreme western part of Kerry, is some twenty 
miles in length, with an average width of seven 
miles. The population is upward of 7,000. 
Cahirciveen is the birthplace of the illustrious 
Liberator of Ireland, Daniel O'Connell. The 
soil throughout the parish, as through the whole 
barony of Iverac, of which it is the centre, is 
wretc * and bad, consisting of strips or 
neck-ban connecting huge bare mountains, 
and immense tracts of deep, wet bogs. The 
farm-boldings are generally very small, con- 
taining on an average some twelve or fifteen 
acres of this barren soil, with here and there 
plots of mountain common of little value. 
These miserable holdings are let at double and 
treble the Government valuation, frequent in- 
stances not being — in which such crush- 
ing amounts are exceeded. 

The cattle are in low condition, as are in- 
ferior in breed. In fact, owing to the humid nature 
of the elem 3 the poverty of the soil, a su- 
perior clase of cattle would not subsist here. As 
may therefore be expected, the produce of but- 
ter, almost the only mercantile commodity, is 
very deficient, not exceeding on an average one 
firkin to each cow. Any spare cattle, young or 
old, for sale fetch miserably iow prices, w 
in the present state of things scarcely any price 
can, im fact, be had forthem. The poor peo 
struggie hard for existence even in the best of 
times, farm work aang done nearly altogether 
with the spade, and the soil being so wet and 
barren that it demands unremitting and constant 
labor. Much toil, trouble and expense are necd- 
ed in providing moderate manure. Hardly any 
cereals are grown, and green crops are poor an 
scanty. Potatoes are, or used to be, extensively 
cultivated, but alas! these years back in vain, 
during which sad years—each one being sadder— 
the poor unhappy beings have had mee ss | to 
subsist on Indian meal, often badly cooked in 
bread or — Owing to the failure of 
nearly all crops during these years what little 
savings the people may have had dwindled 
away in * taxes, and n house - 
hold wants, until being wholly destitute year
